SECRETS OF THE RIDERCLAN | 
DIVULGED IN FULL DETAIL | 


Surrounded by a detall of 6 soldiers with 
shotted rifles and revolver holstere 
open, Frank Fehringer, member of the 
night riders who has turned state's evi- 
dence, was brought into court this 
morning to testify against his former 
associates of the mask. 

At the court room door, the soldiers 
with rifles halted. Four other soldiers, 
armed only with revolvers, took him 
in charge. Four armed deputy sheriffs 
cleared a way through the crowd in 
aisles and Fehringer was led to the 
stand. 

The soldiers sat down inside the rail- 
ing, facing the throng. Other deputies, 
armed heavily, scattered quietiy 
through the room. It was a tense mo- 
ment. The witness, a diminutive man, 
seemed composed, but pale. He crossed 
his legs nonchalantly and tossed his 
broad-brimmed hat on the toe of his 
boot. The crowd surged up closer, but 
a stern order from the judge forced 
them back into their seats. There was 
no occasion for crowding, however, for 
Fehringer spoke !In:a clear, distinct 
voice, audible all over the room, 

One of the First Members. 

Fehringer was one of the first mem- 
bers of the band. He went on the first 
ride of the band, and visited Marslis’

whom she recognised as Fred Pinion, one 
of the defendants, was standing <0 
close that she could touch him.

Mr. Carnegie said the manufacturers 
of Wales could make a ton of tin plate 
a shade cheaper than {it could be made 
here, and in reply to a question from 
Mr. Longworth, said the cost of manu- 
facturing steel is greater in Great 
Britain than here. Hie said the «com- 
mittee should send experts familiar 
with the stee} ped to the large 
mills of Burope to study the question 
of comparative cost of labor. “They 
will be received by the foreign Manu- 
facturers with open arms,’’.he said

But* with inadequate sewers, an inadequate water system and more or 
less antiquated methods of disposing of the city’s sewage, NOT ONLY IS 
THAT RECORD IMPOSSIBLE OF ATTAINMENT, BUT ATLANTA ACTU- 
ALLY DISCOUNTS HER NATURAL ADVANTAGES AND RENDERS THEM 
INEFFECTIVE. . 

The people of Atlanta must wake up to an imperative duty to°them- 
selves! 3 

They must demand action, speedy action, of those in official authority, 
and they must get it. 

The point has been reached where further neglect and delay border 
upon criminality. ‘ 

Atlanta’s deepest and most vital interests are at stake and, with the 
ligat that has been given, ignorance cannot be appealed to as an excuse. 

The danger is known in all its seriousness; the remedy is, likewise, 
known. “ |

THE NEEDS OF THE FARMER. 


Everywhere, all over the country, .farmers have told the members of the 
Country Life Uplift Commission the same story of their wants and needs. 
Mr. Charles S. Barrett, in an interview given The Constitution, expressed 
them briefly:— 

Better schools, better reads, the parcels post and postal savings banks. 

Remarkable as it may appear, Mr. Barrett declares the farmers from in- 
terior Massachusetts made the same report of inadequate school facilities as 
the farmers in Georgia, though Massachusetts gives to common school educa- 
tion $26 per year ner capita and Georgia gives $2.82. 

The uplift commission niade a note in theif books in every state visited, 
that the advancement of the farmers in wealth, happiness and contentment 
depended upon better schools. 

The aroused appreciation of education among the farmers of the country, 
is pregnant with beneficial results. What men desire most earnestly they 
will have. The American farmer wants better schools for his children and 
he will locate where these advantages can be obtained. 3 

Here is the cue for communities wanting more people and a better, more 
progressive class of people. Improve the school facilities. Give the children 
an opportunity to learn the principles of scientific agriculture, the rudiments 
of arithmetic and grammar; to acquire a taste for good literature; the reac- 
tion will be seen in better kept, better stocked, more successful farms and

more prosperous farming communities. 


In Illinois, in Texas, in Massachusetts, as well as in Georgia, the hearings 
conducted by the commission showed the need of better roads. Therefore, 
the commission, when it sits down to dinner: with President Roosevelt at the 
white house Wednesday evening, will tell him that the more rapid develop- 
ment of the farming sections of the country depends upon better roads. 

The proposal for the establishment of the parcels post system was viewed 

with as much favor in Georgia as in Massachusetts, but the cry for postal 
savings banks was more pronounced in the New England states, The dis- 
cerning reader will draw his own conclusions from this. 
The practical value of the uplift commission has frequently been called 
into question. The paragraphers have alluded to it as an attempt “to banish 
unhappiness” from the farm. Any commission would be reluctant to enter 
upon the correction of such an evil—one that is coeval with man’s banish- 
ment from the Gardtn of Eden. 

There will be few to dispute-the fact, however, that the commission, as 
the result of its swing around the circle and its face-to-face interviews with 
farmers in all parts of the country, has been enabled to put its fingers upon 
reforms that need to be secured and upon improvements that will make 
for the prosperity of the whole people. 

And the greatest of these is better schools. 

Through the commission’s efforts and through the attention directed to 
the farmers’ problems, an impetus has unquestionably been given to the task 
of working out these problems.

For the next few days Red Cross stamps should be in as great demand as 
postage stamps. 4 

Their appeal should be as general as that of human suffering.

tion of 65,000,000. Buenos Ayres has 
a population of 1,200,000 and Rio de 
Janeiro nearly 1,000,000. Brazil has 
11,369 miles of railway, Mexico 14,181, 
Argentina 14,000, Chile 1,800, and rail- 
road construction is making rapid 
strides in all of them. 

Now as to commerce. The com- 
bined value of the exports of these 
countries is now about $1,072,000;000 
and of their imports $1,005,000,000. 
Their exports are chiefly agricultural 
rroducts and raw materials: their im- 
ports principally manufactured prod- 
ucts. Of their exports the United 
States took last year $287,058,079, 
while our sales to them were $236,632,- 
lol, a difference of more than $50,000,- 
000 in their favor. It is true these 
figures show a gratifying increase for 
the last ten-year period, and yet the 
results from our. standpoint are far 


the possibilities and the advantages 
other countries are finding in them. 
For instance, there has been a heavy 
slump in our sales of cotton goods to 
these countries, the total being 1,468,- 
688 yards for the nine months ended 
“eptember 30, 1908, as compared with 
4,543,555 yards for the same period 
cf the previous year. 

There is a reason for this heavy 
less of textile goods trade which 
should be penetrated and overcome. 
Why should they be able to buy more 
acvantageously from Great Britain 
rroducts manufactured from raw ma- 
terials produced right here in the 
south? There ig a fault somewhere 
that needs correction. 

President Finley says: 


The demand of the Latin-American 
markets !s chiefly for manufactured 
goods and largely for commodities the 
raw materials for which are produced 
in our southern states, and which are 
already being manufactured in our sec- 
tion. Among the articles which these 
countries import {fn large quantities, 
and which can advantageously be pro- 
duced in the southern states, may be 
enumerated agricultural implements, al] 
kinds of vehicles, locomotives, cars, ma- 
chinery, tools, steel rails, builders’ hard- 
Ware, stoves, cotton textiles, vegetable 
oils and furniture. 


While it is the manufacturers’ fight, 
it is, to an extent, the fight of all 
the people, for their increased devel- 
cpment’ and prosperity are dependent 
largely upon the growth of manu- 
facturers. 

To what extent it has affected our 
trade it is difficult to say, but con- 
suls who are presumed to study the 
situation, tell us that the indifference 
cr American manufacturers to trade 
methods and trade opportunities in 
the South American countries is chief- 
ty responsible for the slow develop 
‘ment of our trade there. 

Continuing, President. Finley says: 


It is to the interest, not only of the 
South Atlantic and gulf ports, but of 
our inland cammunities as well, that 
om Latin-American trade—botn im- 
port and export—should’ flow throwzh 
Southern ports. ..A large proportion of 
the commodities which the United 
States imports from Latin-América are 
consumed in the south. Southern man- 
ufacturers can sypply a large propor- 
tion of the commodities. which the 
Latin-Ameri¢an countriés buy abroad. 
It would, therefore, be to the advantage 
of all concerned if coffee, nit ‘ 
tropical fruits, mahogany timber,’ rub- 
ber and other products of Central and 
South Ame » and the West Indies 
could be b t into southern ports in 
ships which would return laden with 
the products of southern manufacturing 
establishments. For this reason 1 be- 
lieve that, in seeking to develop this 
Latin-American trade, the merchants 
and manufacturers, not only of our sea- 
board cities, but of the interior as well, 
and southern transportation jines should’ 
all cooperate, as far as prac le, in 
systematic efforts to guide both imports 
and exports thro sou porte. 

There is no doubt that the 
states can get .a large and valuable 
share of this trade if they will go 
after it. 3

At the meeting of the citizens’ com- 
rmittee and the committee of three from 
the board’ of education, held in the 
office of the board of education yester- 
day afternoon, E. P. Burns, chairman 
of the board committee, after hearing 
the plan discussed; authorizeg L. M. 
Landrum, assistant superintendent of 
the schools, to add to the appropria- 
tion budget the sum of $10,000,,. which 
will be asked of council for the pur- 
pose of conducting the physical ex- 
amination of all the schoo) children of 
Atlanta. ? | 

Mr. Burns was the ofly member of 
the board committee present, James 
R. Smith and Steve R Johnston, -both 
being unavoidably kept away. For this 
reason the details of the plan for in- 
augurating the system as made by the 
committee of representatives from the 
different organizations were not gone 
into, but informally disqussed. 

Chairman Burns stated that it was 
not the intention of the board to have 
the committee of three go into the 
details of the system, but rather, from 
the information they could gather as to 
its success in other places and its 
peculiar adaptability to Atianta, it 
would be advisable to put the system 
in the schools. 

Add $10,000 te Budget. 


His authorising Mr. Landrum to add 


the $10,000 on the budget was made 
with the. understanding that his action 
would be subject to the approval of 
both Mr. Smith and Mr. Johnston, with 
whom Mr. Burns will confer today. 

Those present from the citizens’ com- 
mittee were Victor Kriegshaber, chair- 
man; Mrs. Warren Boyd, secretary: 
John C. Logan, from the Associated 
Charities: Dr. A.,W. Stirling, of the 
Fulton County Medical: Association; 
Rev. Dr. W. W. Landfum, of the Min- 
isterial Association: Dr. Bernard Wolff, 
of the city board of health: Dr. Theo 
Toepel, physical director of the Boy>’ 
High school, and Dr. George S&S. Tigner, 
representing the Atlanta Associatign of 
Dental Surgeons. 

The plan proposed by the citizens’ 
committee favors the inauguration into 
the city schools of a physica! examina- 
tion of al! children by physicians, as- 
sisted by nurges, who will be regularly 
employed for this purpose. It calls for 
a Sum of mogey, which shall be use@ in 
paying The physicians and nurses for 
their services and for incidental ex- 
penses. An expert physical @éxamina- 
tion of every old and new pupil in the 
schoo! is to be given at least once a 
year, and a report of the defects found 
will be made, and a remedy urged. It 
was found that it would require a sum 
of about 60 cents per child for the year, 
in order to conduct the examination 
properly. 

Plan Heartily Indorsed. 


The plan has received the hearty in- 
dorsement of all the clubs and organ- 
izations in the city, and it Is thought 
that all the members.of the board are 
in favor of the movement. ‘The only 
difficulty Which now confronts the 
Plan is the uncertainty of council's 
agreeing to the $10,000 appropriation 
and the passing of an ordinance with 
which to regulate and enforce the 
physical examinations. 

All the members of the citizens’ dom- 
mittee pledged for themselves and for 
those absent the most vigorous work 
in arousing public sentiment in favor 
of the system which will mean so 
much to the future generation, and in 
influencing the members of counci] to 
favor the appropriation which will 
make it succeed. 

When asked if he indorsed the action 
taken by Chairman Burns tn authoris- 
ing the $10,000 to be placed on the ap- 
propriation budget for the schools, J. 
R. Smith, one of the two members of 
the committee offthree who was absent, 
Stated that he was heartily in favor 
of the plan as proposed by the citizens’ 
committee, and gave his @¢mphatic in- 
dorsement to Chairman Burns’ action. 
Mr. Smith stated that he was called 
out of the city on-important business, 
which prevented him from attending 
the meeting. He expressed himself as 
being very much interested in. the phys- 
ical examination movement, and re- 
eretted not being present. x 
-Steve Johnston, the other absent mem- 
ber of the board committee, was pre- 
vented from attending the neeting on 
account of a session of the city counc!). 
When asked whether or not he indorsed 
Chairman Burns’ action, he replied that 
on account of his not being familiar 
with the proposed plan, he could not 
readily answér.

It is understood that just) as soon as 
the money ig available the prison com- 
mission will begin to carry into effect 
its ideas for the establishment of 4 
training school—not a prison—for way- 
ward boys of the state. 

It is probable that the old reformatory 
building, which was erected on one part 
of the state prison farm at Miliedge- 
ville, will hereafter be used for young 
negro’ boyse A piece of property in 
some other part of the state is to be 
purchased and equipped for the while 
boys. 

The location of the reformatory in 
sich close proximity to the Baldwin 
county prison farm has long been the 
subjec} of criticism. Though the two 
buildings are not within sight of each 
other, the harmful influence of the 1lo- 
cation has been pointed out. Boys sent 
to Milledgeville are impressed with the 
fact, so it is feared, that they are going 
to a prison farm, and not to a place of 
mild correction and useful training. 

Supt. Bethane’s Good Work. 


Under Superintendent Bethune and his 
wife, remarkabie results have been ac- 
complished at the so-called reformatory, 
considering all the difficulties they have 
confronted. Whites and biacks are 
now housed under the same roof, though 
they do not meet in dormitories or 
dining rooms. There has been no way, 
however, to keep the races apart on the 
play-ground. It has been felt that this 
mingling of the races is not conducive 
to the best results. 

Heretofore the state has not furnished 
any meterial for industrial training, or 
employed instructors in that art. The 
legislature has made no provision for 
instructing the intimates, mentally or 
morally. This has been left entirely to 
the superintendent and his wife. 

Mr. Bethune bas polnted out. that the 
oniy training the boys have had is in 
the line of cultivating poor ground with 
insufficient equipment. 

The prison cornrmission is now directing 
its attention ty; providing means to teach 
each inmate of the reformatory a trade, 
believing that phe boy who is taught 
how to make” u good ltving has been’ 
taken a iong’ way on the road toward 
good citizenship. 

Prison Farm in South Georgia. 


Another plan. of the prison commis- 
Sion is to secure a -farm in south 
Georgia on which to locate some of the 
infirm ‘and disabled convicts who are 
now sent fo the» Baldwin county prison 
farm. A large number of tracts of 
land have been offered the commission, 
put no selection has yet been made. 

Under the law, the proceeds of the 
Wise bill, taxing near beer. was to be 
made availabie for the use of the prison 
commission in taking care of the con- 
victs left on their hands. A very small 
part of that money has as yet been paid 
into the state treamiry. It is understood 
that the commission is proceeding slow- 
ly, and waiting to have the money in 
hand before making any definite moves.

Washington, December 21.—A total of 
11,892,115 running bales of cotton gin- 
neq from the growth of 1908 to Decem- 
ber 13, against 9,284,070 at the same 
date of jast year and 27,269 active gin- 
neries, against 27,156 in 1907, were, an- 
nounced by the census bureau in its 
report today.

105, or 88.6 per cent by December 13 

The report includes 2(5,029 round 
bales for 1908, 167,204 for 1907 and 
243,006 for 1906. Sea Island bales in- 
cluded aggregate 80,187, by states as 
follows: 

Florida, 31,072; Georgia, 37,956; South 
Carolina, 11,159.

Evidence That Speculatrs Are

Thought to Be Securities Bought at 
an Early Period of the Ad- 
vanhee in Prices—The Clos- 
ing Tone Was 
Irregular.

New York, December 2/.—Today’® 
stock market bore on the face of it ev!- 
dence of important speculative liquida- 
tion. Conjecture: was a good deal di- 
vided as to the course of this liquida- 
tion, but there was ho difference of opin- 
ion as to the fact. The apparent disre- 
gard of the effect on prices of the selling 
Jelrit plausibility to a favorite supposi- 
tion that the holdings that were being 
sold out had been acquired at an early 
period of the advance in prices. The 
formation of a powerful stock market 
pool was rumor at an early period in 
the summer, having among its several 
purposes to demonstrate a return of 
confidence in the financlal and industrial 
outlook, and give a start to the restora- 
tion of conditions which had been im- 
paired by the financial upheaval of last 
year. The stock market has given al- 
most constant indication of encourage- 
mént and incitement for buying and ad- 
vancing prices. The exact meaning of 
the present liquidation is difficult to de- 
termine. That it is prompted by fears 
of an effective setback in genera) busi- 
ness is not generally believed. It is 
attributed, rather, to a recognition that 
the advance in prices has been carried 
beyond a point warranted by progress. 
Furthermore, -there have been elements 
of exaggeration in the opinions formed 

of events to come, in the political fteld 
particularly. Beyond that, the very 
substantial appetite of capital for ‘in- 
vestment, which is a present feature of 
the situation, testtfies to the completion 
of the work of restoring confidence, It 
is argued that the length of time over 
which the operations of the supposed 
téck market pool have continued, and 
the extensive advance in prices affected 
opportunity for profitable liquidation. 
The stress laid upon mere immediate de- 
velopments to account. for the decline 
.did not detract from the force of these 
more general considerations. Rumors 
of the Ulness of F. H. Harriman, #!l- 
though authoritatively denied, had some 
sinister effect on values, which does not 
seem remarkable in view of the almost 
fantasile extent to which Mr. Harri- 
man's alleged single activities have in- 
fluenced the rise in almost every depart- 
ment of the list. The nature of Andrew 
Carnéegie’s testumony .in the tariff hear- 
ings af Washington served to em- 
Phasize the feeling that the proposed 
tarfff revision is widening in its scope 
and in its expected effects The mon- 
markets showed no further advance 
in rates, but the sub-treasury continues 
to withdraw sums from the money mar- 
kets, The extensive short interest built 
In the course of the dav's selling 
made the basis for the partial recoy- 
ery. which much lessened the extreme 
losses. The closing tone, however, was 
irregular. 

A number of bonds, still unripened as 
investment issues, made sudden 
wide advances.
